How and When You 
Obtain Ration Book 4 


Ration Book 4 will be distributed 
during the last week of March from 
over 1000 centres in Alberta organiz- 
ed by the 52 Local Ration Boards in 
the province, officials of the regional 
ration administration in Edmonton 
announce, : 

The final week in March is Ration 
Book week all across Canada, but 
each community will select dates 
Guring that week for loca] distribu- 
tion of the new ration’book. It is ad- 
visable to watch weekly newspaper 
advertisements for these dates and 
the centres of distribution, 

Formalities, now familiar. in ob- 
taining new ration books are: Print 
name, address, prefix letters and ger- 
jal number, and age if under 16 on 
the red application card at the back 
of ration book 3. Do not d¢tach this 
card but present ration book 3, intact 
at the distribution centre in order to 
obtain ration book 4.
